From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 16, 
Naples, February 21. 


HE Countefs of Taun, Wife of our 

Viceroy, arriv’d in this City on 

day laft in the Evening, with her 

Daughter of 9 Years old. She was re- 

ceiv’d fome Leagues from hence by the 
Marquis de Lofrano, who went to meet ber with | 
feveral Coaches and 6 Horfes, in which were the 
chief Ladies of the Court. On her Arrival the was 
faluted with a Difcharge of the Canoa of our Ca- 
files, as fhe had been in her Paffage by Gaeta «ad 
Capua; having in all Places as the came exteaded 
her Charity and Liberality to the Poor. The Em. 
perour has fent his Picture enrich’d with Diamonds 
to the Prince de Montefarchio, in Confidciation of 
his good Services. The Duke of Brazzano is ar- 
riv'd here, and has been weli receiv’c by the Vice- 
roy. Five Perfons are taken into Cuftody, accus’d 
of holding Correfpondence with the Enemy, The 
Government have taken Care to hi ve Meal fold 
conftantly in four Places of this Ciry, for the Relief 
of the People ; and the Viceroy canis no Pains nor 
Diligence to procure Corn from Apalia, to prevent 
its Scarcity and Dearnefs. Two Galleys are build- 
ing here, in the Room of two Galliots that are 
grown unferviceable. The Prifoners taken in Piom- 
bino have been brought hither in a Tartan; and 2 
Ships of the Chevalier. Pallavicini are arriv’d, to 
convoy the Tranfports on which are imbark'd the 
Troops, Cannon and Ammunition defign’d for com- 
pleating the Reduction of the {mall Places in Tuf- 
cany that are ftill inthe Hands of the Enemy. 

Rome, Feb. 25 The Pope affifted at the Chappel 
held Jaft Wednefday in the Church of Sr. Sabina, 
where he diftributed the Afhes with the ufual Ce- 
remony. All the Lent-Preachers have been admit- 
ted ro kifs Holinefs’s Foot. Paul Anthony Gelles, 
a Neapolitan, being lately committed to the Prifon 
of the Inquifion, for robbingthe Church of St. Mary 
of the Pix and other Pieces of Sacred Plate, 
having found Means to break Goal, his Picture is 
fent all over the Country, with Orders to fecure him 
wherever he thal] be found. The Duke d’ Uzeda 
Ambaffador of Spain, is providing new Succours for 
the Garrifon of Porto-Hercole, which he will fend 
by the Duke of Turfis’s Galleys.

__ Venice, March 3. Signior Nicholas Fofcarini is 
elected to go Ambaffador to England, to relieve Sig- 
nior Francis Cornaro. They write from Orbitello, 
that there had pais’d by there a Tartan from Naples, 
which had on board a Magnificent Coach, 14 Hor- 
fes, and divers other Prefents, for King Charles at 
Barcelona: And add, that they expected at Orbi- 
telloa Convoy from Naples, to reduce Porto-Lon- 
gone and Porto Hercole ; the latter not having fur- 


render’d, as was romour’d. 


Parts, March.9. The Duke of Alva,Ambaffador of 
Spain, had fome Days agoa private Audience of 
the King ; when he earneftly befought bis Majefty 
to let the Duke of Berwick continue in Spain, be- 
caufe of the Confidence the Spanith Troops have in 
‘bis Bravery and Conduct ; but his Majefty anfwer'd, 
thet ‘twas neceflary that General fhould command 
tie Army which is to act againft the Duke of Savoy. 
The Archbithop of Cambray being inform’d of the 
Diforders commitred by the Soldiers of the Garrifon 
of Cambray, for Want of Pay; has given 8oc0o 
Livres out of bis own Purfe to pay that Garrifon 
and keep the Soldiers to their Duty: This generous 

ion is much applauded at Court.

Hague, March 16. ‘ There has newly been a 
Commorion in the Province of Groeninghen, on the 
* touowing Occafion. Not long after the Death of 
“the lare Prince of Nafiau Friefland, the Scates of 
Frieflena {ent a Deputation to rhole of Groeninghen 
‘ to perfwade them into a Refolucion to admit the 
« prefent Prince to take the accuftom’d Oath as their 
‘ Siadholder, when he fhould atrain the Age of 20 
‘ Years. Ibe City of Groeninghen confented to it 
‘ without any Refervation. The Deputies of the 
‘ Omelands, ( that is to fay of thufe who are pof- 
fefs'd of a certain Tra& of Cosntry about Groen- 
‘ inghen, and make the other Part of thé States of 
‘ that Province,) confented to it hkewife ; yet re- 
‘ ferving to themfelves che, Power, when that Ad- 
‘ miflion fhould come, co reform the Regulations 
‘ that bind the Stadholder. The Prince of Naffau 
‘ being of Age, prefented himfelt fome Days ago to 
‘ thofe States, defiring to be admitted to take the 
‘ forefaid Oath. The City of Groeninghen made 
‘no Difficulty about ic: But the Deputies of the 
‘ Omelands defir’d the Matcer might be delay’d 
‘ "all che next Day: Tie Reafon of their demanding 
‘ that Delay, was, that they mighr reform the fore- 
‘ mention’d Regulations ; defigning particularly to 
‘infert a Claufe imporung, That the Stadholder 
‘ fhould not prefide as heretofore in the College of 
‘ 8 who exanmune the Full-Powers of the Deputies 
‘ of the Omelands: Their Motive to that Alrera- 
‘ tion was, That former Experience had fhewn thar 
‘ the Stadholder by his own Credit could caufe fuch 
* of ihe Deputies as would not be fubfervient to his 
‘ Will, to be excluded. They made other Excep- 
* tions likewife to the agreeing fuch an Affair pre- 
* cipitately; butin fhort they were over-rul’d, and all 
‘ the Deputies found themfelves oblig’d to admit the 
* new Stadholder to his Oath, without Reftriction. 
‘ The true Impulie was, Thar a Number cf Boors, 
* not arm’d indeed, but provided with Staves of a 
* perfwafive Length and Weight, gather’d about the 
* Place where the Affembly far, and denianded to 
‘know whether the Stadholder had’ Satisfaction. 
‘ The next Day no more than three Deputies of the 
‘Omelands remain’d with the Affembly ; the reft 
‘ withdrew, protefting againft the Violence offer’d 
‘ them: They have done more, for they have writ- 
* ten to the States General, imploring their Prote¢ti- 
‘on for maintaining their Rights : They have like- 
* wife given out, that they will joyn themfelves to 
‘the other Provinces who have refolv’d to have no 
* Stadholder.
